MEXICAN AND YAQUIS. 

A Rattle Near Aqua Verde — The Indians 
Defeated With a Heavy Los*. 

Noo a lbs, Ariz., April 26.— The Yaqui 
Indians ore now at war with the Mexican 
Federal forces. They are fortifying several 
places and making a determined stand 
against the troop*. A few days ago Maj. 
Enoeso anil Lieut. Valtareal, with two 
columns of Federal troops, attacked the In- 
dians in a strongly fortified position in the 
Zamalnquaca mountains, near the town of 
Aqua Verde. A desperate tight, ensued, but 
the Federals, after a number of charges, 
routed tbe Indiana from the fortifications, 
killing seventeen and wounding a large 
number. The Federal forces had one man 
killed and several wounded. 

It had been expected by the government 
that the approach of warm weather would 
cause a cessation of hostilities on the part of 
the Yaquis, but they seem more determined 
on vigorous warfare than ever before. Mili- 
tary officers, who have been fighting them 
for several months, believe the Indians are 
being aided in provisions and ammunition 
by the Mexicans, who are more favorable to 
them than to the government

600 besides their wages. The strike is costly 
for both Bides. 

It was reported this morning that six car 
loads of Moerlein's beer had been shipped 
back from the south. 

The brewers are opposed to the Sunday 
closing law. They think the saloons should 
be closed, however, until 1 o'clock, giving 
people a chance to attend church services in 
the morning. 

The penalty for drinking non-union beer, 
as fixed by the cigarifiakers, is six month*' 
suspension from the knights.

Report of the Commissioners Who 
Examined the State Treasury. 



The report of Commissioners Huger 
and Weaver, who have been investigat- 
ing the condition of the State Treasury 
under appointment from the Governor, 
has been made. It is a lengthy document 
ami covers every detail of their laborious 
task. The total amount of the shortage 
is placed at 1230,009 21. The I. O. U.'e 
about which so much has been said, show 
that in all Soil, 782 80 is due from various 
persons, whose names ate all given. 
Referring to the matter, the Courier- 
Journal says : 

"The much-talked about I O U's are 
fully spread before the public, and while 
they show that a vi ious, wholly inex- 
cusable system— or the lack of system- 
prevailed in the 8tate Treasury, they do 
not show that corruption existed there, 
■or do they, in any manner, account for 
the defalcation. As a matter of fact, 
these papers are, in many cases, eviden- 
ces of a seeming fndebtedness only, a 
fact which will be clearly shown when 
they are examined in the light that can 
only be thrown upon them from the war- 
rant books in the Auditor's office. They 
are evideeces of a slip-shod method of 
conducting the public business, and many 
of them are valueless, save as they may 
eerve as awful examples for present and 
future State officers, warning that there 
can be no safety outside the straight and 
narrow path of offlciel and personal recti- 
tude." 

The amoant which Tate's bondsmen 
will be called upon to pay will, it is esti- 
mated, be about $160,000.

CREATES BUT LITTLE EXCITEMENT 
IN RUSSIA. 



i of War Not a* Go<xl Now M Four 
Months Ago - Rmil* Sympathises With 
Boulanger — Why American* Want War. 
Bow Among- the Liberals — Note*. 

London, April 3«.— Advices from St. Pe- 
tersburg do not indicate that the Boulanger 
episode bas created much excitement In Rus- 
sia, and there is no evidence that French 
affaire are deemed of su« I importnree there 
as the (Gallic press and people like to think. 
Alexander appears to be conTinced that the 
friendship of Germany ia, for the present, of 
more value to his empire than that of Prance, 
for by the quiescence of the former power, 
pending his intrigues in Roumania, be can 
gain an imperial step forward in his designs 
todtsturt) the Bulgarian princeling on his 
precarious throne. 

Of course every petty entente in the south- 
east of Europe is attributed to Russian 
agents who are popularly supposed to have 
unlimited quantities of Russian gold to lav- 
iah for political purposes, even when that 
iisaful article is lacking their masters treas- 
ury. War does not seem so imminent now 
aa it did four months ago, and though there 
is no doubt that Austria is seriously nlarmed 
at the evidence of Russian activity in Rou- 
mania, Bhe must remain satisfied with the 
assurances of Bismarck that Russia will not 
be permitted to go too far in that direction. 

It is undoubtedly true that many letters 
and messages have been received by den. 
Boulanger from Russia, professing sympathy 
for his grievances and congratulating him 
on the confidence evinced by the electors 
of the nord, but those of them that were uot 
anonymous bore no prominent names, and 
it does not appear, in spite of the modest as- 
sertions of Boulanger's friends, that the ex- 
general has taken the place in the Russian 
heart formerly occupied by the Chevalrio 
Bkabeleff. 

The only similarity between the two is the 
professed and consistent hatred of Germany, 
characteristic of both the living nnd the dead 
soldier. If the former seems at present to 
have enlarged field on which to display his 
talent*, he is also opposed by enemies, who 
do not scruple to make any charges against 
him, however ludicrous and incredible. 

The unconscious humorist in the Voltaire 
who discovered that a clique of American 
capitalists is urging Boulanger on that a war 
may enable them to sell unlimited cargoes 
of provisions to the combatants, including 
the ostracised and detested American pig, 
would hardly be worth noticing were it not 
that the Voltaire is M. Floquet's organ, 
which numbers three deputies among its 
editorial contributors. This and other 
stories are going the rounds, and will proba- 
bly continue with fresh additions until Bou- 
huigerism is decided either in dictatorship or 
nullity. 

Dr. Mackensle anil Mr. Lowe. 

London, April M, —In his letter to Mr. 
Lowe, Dr. Mackenzie says: "When, contrary 
to your expectation, the royal patient be 
eame emperor, and I arrived at Oharlotten- 
burg, you thcMight it would suit you better 
•o be friendly with me, and wrote to me 
offering congratulations and placing your 
services at my disposal. I declined to re- 
ceive you and refused to yield to your flat- 
tery then, as I decline to yield to your 
threats now. My friends in Bngland and 
Germany have written me regretting that 
the Times should be so unworthily repre- 
sented here. I agree with tbeiu." 

Mr. Lowe, in another letter reviewing the 
statements of Dr. Mackenzie, says: "The 
only OOCajrioB in which the Times was un- 
worthily represented in Berlin was at the be- 
ginning of November last when I confidingly 
reported the telegrams you sent me from 
Son IU>mo. and which were in conflict with 
the bulletin you signed Novemt>er 11." 

Dr. Mackenzie, in uuswer to this, writes: 
'"You were aware that Mr. Pischer Long at- 
tacked lice privately and in the Cologne Ga- 
sette, and ought to have waited to hear the

Birmingham, Ala., April ?6. — Deputy 
0niU-d Suites Marshal Colquitt returned last 
night in company with Deputy Collators 
Clay and Mitchell and Deputy Marshals 
Fulgham, Morton and BetW from a two 
weeks' raid in Franklin, Lauderdale and 
Colbert counties, which has been most pro- 
lific of results in the number and capacity of 
distilleries destroyed of any which have yet 
been mode in the district Ten distilleries 
in all wen captured and destroyed and nine 
snen captured. 

The largost distillery yet found by Marshal 
Colquitt during his four years of service was 
discovered in a natural rock cave in the 
almost inaccessible mountains of Franklin 
county.

TRAGED Y IN AN A SYLUM. 

A Madman Cuts the Throat of His K 
and Injures Another Man. 

Lor/THVii.LE, Ky., April 26, 
Neff, attendant at the Anchorage asylum, 
had a horrible experience, calculated to make 
him gray headed if he recovers enough to 
think about it This morning while he was 
preparing a meal, John Fry, a powerfnl lu- 
natic, stood by. waiting with all a madman's 
cunning for a chance to plunge the knife 
which he had concealed about his person 
into the attendant's heart. His opportunity 
soon came, and as Neff turned to go to an- 
other room, he found himself bound in the 
▼ice-like grasp of the madman, who sawed 
the knife across his throat, inflicting a ter- 
rible wound. 

He made a heroic struggle for life, roiling 
over and over on the floor, but bo weakened 
by loss of blood that be was on the point of 
losing consciousness when another attendant 
came to his rescue. This one was also cut 
severely by the murderous knife, and both 
attendants would have been killed had not 
their cries attracted the attention of others, 
who ran to the scene to find Neff unconscious 
and bleeding, while the manman stood over 
him with the bloody knife, howling like a 
wild lieast After a struggle he was over- 
powered. 

Neff is in a critical condition. During the 
struggle several other inmates stood by 
calmly, without making an effort to aid 
either party.
